PASSOVER IS THE FIRST FESTIVAL IN THE HEBREW CALENDAR. IT 
FALLS ON THE 14TH OF NISSAN AND IT IS OBSERVED FOR SEVEN 
DAYS AS WRITTEN. 

THE TORAH NAMES THE VERY SPECIAL MONTH NISSAN AS THE HEAD 
OF THE MONTHS FOR THE YEAR. INDEED NISSAN IS THE MONTH OF 
OUR LIBERATION FROM SLAVERY. THE ISRAELITES HAVE BEEN 
MIRACULOUSLY SAVED FROM PHARAOHS'HANDS. DESPITE THE AWSOME 
PLAGUES AND THE SITUATION IN EGYPT THE ISRAELITES HAD 
DOUBTS ON HOW THEY WOULD SURVIVE. SOME HAVE REVOLTED AND, 
BELIEVE IT OR NOT, WANTED TO GO BACK TO BONDAGE RATHER 
THAN BEAR THE PROCESS OF PURIFICATION THAT LATER TOOK 40 
YEARS. 

SUCH PROCESS INVOLVED THE TRUE UNDERSTANDING OF THE LAWS, 
THE SOUL AND BODY PURIFICATION, THE SELF INDULGENCE AND 
SALVATION. 

WE REALIZE NOW THAT THESE LAWS AND PRINCIPLES WERE THE 
CORNERSTONES OF OUR SURVIVAL. 

ONE MAY ASK WHERE ARE THE DESCENDANTS OF THE PHARAOHS 
TODAY? OR WHERE ARE THE DESCENDANTS OF THE ENEMIES OF 
JACOBS'CHILDREN? WHERE ARE THE DESCENDENTS OF THE ISRA¬ 
ELITES? THEY ARE YOU AND ME AND EVERY FOLLOWER OF THE 
BIBLE. WE AS KARAITES OWE OUR CONTINUED EXISTENCE TO 
THESE VERY LAWS AND WE ALWAYS MAKE A POINT TO STUDY AND 
INTERPRET THE TORAH IN ITS OWN HEBREW LANGUAGE. THEREFORE 
IF I WANT TO OBSERVE PASSOVER, I WOULD REVERT TO THE BIBLE 
AND READ. IT IS TO BE CELEBRATED ON THE EVE OF THE 14TH OF

THE HAGGADAH TO TRANSMIT TO OUR CHILDREN THE STORY OF OUR 
DELIVERANCE AS WRITTEN. WE ACCEPT DILIGENTLY TO INTAKE 
NO YEAST PRODUCT IN OUR FOOD TO REMEMBER THE SITUATION OF 
OUR ANCESTORS AS WRITTEN. WE ARE ALSO COMMENDED TO VISIT 
ISRAEL ON PASSOVER (EXO.23:14-17) SO THAT WE SEE AND FEEL 
TOGETHER WITH OUR BROTHERS THAT WE ARE ONE NATION WITH 
ONE TORAH IN ONE LAND. INFORM YOUR CHILDREN, WHY WE ARE 
CELEBRATING PASSOVER, READ EXODUS 12 & 13 TO MARK THE 
HOLYNESS OF THE EVENT. 

TO WISH YOU A JOYFUL PASSOVER WE ARE INCLUDING THE 
HAGGADAH AND AN AUDIO CASSETTE. PLEASE NOTE THE PASSOVER 
SONG AT THE END OF THE HAGGADAH AND ON SIDE B OF THE 
TAPE. WITHOUT THE INSTRUMENTAL HELP OF MR JOE MOUSSA, MY 
UNCLE JACOB F'ESSAH AND JOE RASSON IT WOULD HAVE BEEN 
IMPOSSSIBLE TO FINISH THE TAPE. MANY THANKS TO THE 
CHILDREN AND ADULTS WHO GLADLY PERFORMED AND PARTICIPATED. 
THANKS TO MR MARZOUK Y. MARZOUK FOR HIS GENEROUS DONATION 
TO HELP DEFRAYING THE COSTS.
